1967» as well aa your two letters dated January 10 and 11, 1967, 
addreaaed to Mr. Marlon Johnson concerning certain itens of Warren 
Ccnnlaalon record*. 

Copies of all lteas available for research that hare been located for 
which you request copies have now been furnished to you or will be 
■ailed to you. The following itens are not In relevant files naong the 
CoMlsslan's records: (l) the search warrants for Oswald's property, 

(2) a couplet* list of photographers, film, or Interviews with photo- 
graphers relating to the assassination, (3) the correspondence of Lyndal 
L. Shaneyfelt with Philip Willis. If you will furnish the exhibit number 
for the report of Agent Vial regarding Lt. Martello, we will furnish you 
a copy of lt. 

There Is a copy of one of the two Moorman pictures but not of the other 
Moorman picture or of the Betsner pictures In these records. >0 corres- 
pondence concerning the return of the Betzner pictures has been found. 

CD 106 (page 279) states that Mr. Betsner made available a negative roll 
of film to the FBI which was re tur ned to him after lt was developed. We 
have enclosed one additional copy of the Federal Beals ter of loveaber 1, 
1966, as you requested. The two reports in CD ^86 to which you refer 
are still withheld from research. 

We can search for relevant records If you will furnish naans or other 
specific information concerning (l) people who took pictures at the 
tine of the assassination and were Interviewed by the Dalles Police 
but not by Federal agents and (2) film and tape mad* by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation at nod near the assassination, in the hospital, 
at the scene of the Oswald murder, and of Interviews.
